They may make much 
noise to attract public attention and to allay public anxiety, but the missiles 
have about as much effect on the trust bear as would so-many rain-drops 
on an alligator. Mr. Roosevelt is an experienced hunter, and it is not going 
too far to say that Hoar, Littlefield, Cannon and Hanna are more or less 
familiar with the details of shooting and trapping; and while they do not 
trap it is because trapping makes no noise and attracts no attention.
